Prof. Reed said he believed fra- 
ternities were responsible for most of 
the poor scholarship and dissipation 
among college students. He said that 
every student at Ann Arbor who had 
to be carried home in a cab at night 
and who became involved in any un- 
pleasant incident proved to be a mem- 
ber of some fraternity.

the New Jersey Court of Chancery, 
was signed by Vice-Chancellor Howell 
in Newark today. Application for the 
rule was made by Willard J. Doran, 
acting in behalf of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, of which Edward H. 
Harriman is president. Mr. Doran is 
a trustee. 

In a bill filed it is asserted that the 
Southern Pacific made a loan of 3200. 
000 to the California Development 
Company in June, 1906, which was to 
be in instaliments by March 1, 
1911. It is also stated that the South- 
ern Pacific was incorporated under the 
laws of Kentucky, March 17, 1834, with 
an authorized capital stock of $300,000,- 
000. The development company was in- 
corporated in New Jersey, with $1,250,- 
capital. 

The principal question brought up 
in the suit is whether powers of at- 
torney, given by the stockholders as 


“irrevocable,” can be revoked by the 


owners of the stock. The New Jersey 
statute limits the life of proxies to 
three years. It is contended by the 
owners of the pledged development 
company stock that the statute nulll- 
files the agreement, which was — *

In the total amount 
of the policies issued during. 1908 the 
Texas companies also lead, with $24,- 
631,115.90, as — — 
foreign companies. December 
1908, home companies reported 59,190 
life-insurance policies as being carried 
by them, while foreign life companies 
were carrying only 28,548, or less than 
half as many. The home companies 
policies were for $41,962,565 in the ar- 
gregate, those of the foreign companies 
$63,792,726: but the outside companies 
have been doing business in Texas for 
many vears, while the home companies 
are all of quite recent organization. 


John E. Hendry and George H. Scott, 
both formerly general agents for fire- 
insurance companies in Chicago, have 
been in San Francisco endeavoring to 
organize a fire company. It is under- 
stood that they are seeking to get con- 
trol of the charter of the Occidental 
Fire, which antedates the law impos- 
ing unlimited lability upon stockhold- 
ers.

Deering, representing the law firm of 
Williams, Goudge and Chandler, who 
had been retained to look after the 
interests of Reed in the divorce ac- 
tion instituted by his wife. It was 
evident there was to be something do- 
ing in the matter, for Mrs. Falte 
Flared at the trio, and, taking a seat 
at the attorneys’ table, located herself 
so as to secure the early eye of the 
court. She immediately arose and 
asked that the case of Reed versus 
Reed be postponed for one week. As 
Mrs. Foltz was the attorney of rec- 
ord for the plaintiff, the order was 
made, At the same time Mrs. Foltz 
informed the court that she had filed 
an additional affidavit in the case.

Complains of Rates Fixed by City of 
Madera and Fears Municipal 
Competition. 

Two bills in equity were filed in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday 
by the Madera Waterworks, a private 
corporation, against the city of Ma- 
dera, and its trustees.

WITNESS FROM THE SUN. 


Discovery of Helium Gives a Base for 
Estimating the Age of the 
Earth. 


{Ohio State Journal:] Not many 
years ago 4 new element was discov- 
ered in the sun, an element to which 


reasons, 
it was tho t that the earth must 
havé that element, which had been 
named helium because it was supposed 
to be peculiar to the sun. 

It was only a short time, however, 
when the chemists located it in ter- 
restrial substance, where it has proven 
itself to be a very interesting object. 
One use it has been put to is determin- 
ing the age of the earth. In the great 
process of evolution helium is devel- 
oped, or rather becomes distinctive in 


cerformations; and the length of time 
required for ths process is estimated 
by the chemis 


For instance, what is known as the 
late tertiary period helium decides it 
took 225,000 years to form; but for the 
green sand of the cretacious period, 
3,080,000 years; and 3,960,000 years for 
the lower green sand; and 141,000,000 
years for the hematite that covers the 


ble | iimestone of the carboniferous. And 


these are only a few of the periods 
of the earth's life. If all were taken 
account of, this beautiful green earth 
would be found to be over a thousand 
millions of years young.
